Dear Sirs,—Your. lutter of 20ch January 
last, handing me address of welecme fram 
my fellow residents, was~luly r vived, but 
Prossare of business has, I greatly regret, 
uuayoillably prevented my sooner acknow- 
ledging its reeeipt. 
Tho Community’s cordial expression of 
thanks and appreciation of my elfurts when 
in Eughnd on behalf of the Colony, and 
endvavuurs te obiain for the peopte their 
Tight to havo some share in thy administra- 
tion af theie Comuiunal ailairs, are deeply 
ratifying, They were specially neeeptuble 
at tho time of their receipt, as T bad then 
been aubjected (o what, Lam surcy to aay, 
appeared to me and to many othura, to be 
a deliberately prepured, nuexpected, and 
utterly unprovoked attack made upon me 
in Couneil in December fast, by His Ex- 
colleney the G svernor and by the Colonial 
Secrotary, because [ uideaveured te obtain 
for the Members of Council aud for the 
public, juformation on public ulfaira to 
waich they were entitled aud which the 
Government should net) withhold hut 
should commnnicate unasked. Fl 
Will you bear with me while I’try to 
give o brief history uf the Pelitiun to tho 
Tuuae of Commons? It aimed at obtain= 
ing # reasonable share of local government, 
so far ag was consistent with Lmperial in- 
terarts, Such x concession would fave 
given the desired control over local atid 
municipal matters, a8 well as a eonsultative 
voice on Imperial questions, but such rights 
were tobe subject tu the Governor's veto, 
the paramount control resting with the Im- 
perial Government. These privileges are 
enjoyed by other Crown, Colonies, of far 
less iarportance than Hongkong, viz , Mailta, 
Cyprus, Mauritius, British Hoyduras, and 
pthers, Tf conevded “tb Hongkong and 
subject to the Governor's voto, they er 
be nu ainere dangerous here thau the ris 
extendid to the Culunies before mentioned, 
or to the much greater ones of wulf-goveru- 
ment in Cape Culony, where alan there is 
an overwhelining preponderance of the'na- 
tivo element, 
On wy Gvparture from Hongkong for 
Forope in Biay, 1594, further siguacures 
were being udded to thes copies lying ut 
various public places in the Colony, and 
Mr Vraneis, Q.0., undertook to forward the 
Petition in dae course. The Babunic 
Plague developed at that tim», aud soon 
thereafter attained grave dimensions, very 
large in consequence of vust accumulations 
jul negligence alone had 
permitted. ‘Lhe Sanitary Board could nut 
be held to blame under the circumstances 
ag the Government had persistently with- 
hold from the Board the adequate atalf and 
machinery to carry on the necessary worl; 
and effect the preasing and urgautly re- 
quired sanitary reforms. Mr Francis’ time 
and energies were completely absorbed 
with the responaille and heavy dulies de- 
yolving upon him in bis position a3 Chair- 
man uf the Permansnt Ovommitteo of the 
Board, and, in consequence, the forwarding 
ofthe Petition was delayed. It did not 
reach Eugland until 24th Septombor, 
1894, whon Parlisment was in vacation, 
and tho House did not resume its aittiogs 


until Sth Fobruary, 1695. 

Imay hero be permitted to remark that 
the Cummunity is under great obligations 
to the Mombers of the Permanent Com- 
‘mittco of the Sanitary Board and to the 
gelf-sacrificing laboura of soldiers, sailors, 
and civilians who voluntarily battled with tho 
disease, and for their invaluable services, 
for’. it was mainly their strenuous efforts 
and theirs alone which brolo tha neck of 
the plague. 

Soon after the opening of Parliamoat Mr 
Heaniker-Weaton ‘askod certain queations, 
and presented pur Petition to the Commons 
on 21st March of last year. Mr Honniker- 
Heaton’s endeavours on behalf of Hong- 
kong wore many ond unceasing, his great 
services were most cheerfully roudered, and 
ho thoroughly desarves your hearty and 
most grateful thanka, At tho Honourable 
Member's special request our immemorial 
was read by-the clurk of the House, Sir 
Reginald Pulgrave, though such course is 
contrary to the usual pract'cea of the 
House. © 

On the same evening I addressed a letter 
to the Zimes,.advocating to the best of my 
ability your just and reagonable‘claima, but 
owing to pressure upon ita columns it could 
not thea apero apace. Shortly ofterwards,: 
however, 0 brief leader appenred in its co- 
tumna ia ounnectisa with our Petition, con- 
taining inaccurate and mielcading stato- 
meota, I thereupon asked for a fir field, 
and appealed to the Times and tha tradi- 
tions of that great paper fora full and pa- 
tient hearing. The Colonial Editor granted 
me several meotings, mentioned that thoy 
regarded their information na reliable when 
their aditorial was written, and that at the 
Colouial Office it was uuderstood the Home 
Government had desided to grant two more

MUSICAL KNOWLEDGE IN 
ILUNGKONG, 
To the Editor of Ue: *Citina Mar,” 
Diocesan School, 
Hongkong, April 7, 1896. 

Sin,—As- one interested in musical 
matters, 1 was pleased to find ‘ Musicus’ 
advocating increuged attention te the study 
of theory, aod I quite agree with him when 
he says that tov' much timo is davoted to

Jedga has become vogue and uncertain, 
ull, as * Merliant’ paradoxically wrote 
‘they do not know what they do know 
and what they do not know.’ Ib is a 
great pity that any kaowledge, however 
little af may be, should be thus loot, 
1 cannot do bate? than quote from a spaeoh 
delivered hy Dr Turpin, When distributing 
certiticalés to suevessful studeots of musio, 
he avid, *[n these days, we pags along in.our 
tducational process 80 rapidly—time is co 
much to us a8 hard-working people—that we 
Areapt w pasi hastily through some sub- 
jeots,- and apt to negleot other-subjects which 
are worthy uf unr attention, We know that 
the house built to stand must be built upoo 
a sock, Itig sin art; there the elementary 
perty of ths art remae to the end of our, 
duys the iaost important feature of each 
Uvpurtroont we have to think over, In the 
often time, or a little over JU0 years ago, 
when tho ~péople Were muving in a morte 
ivisurely fushion than in these days, it was 
customary tu causa the students at the 
Universities to begin their subjects agaio.
